Nearly a Score-Lose Their Lives 
In Terrific Storm Which Hits 
Tke East

CHICAGYU, Mar. 31,—Driving with 
relentless fury the blizzard that 
buried the Middle West in snow 
was tonight continuing in a north- 
easterly direction. Its force was be- 
ing felt in the eastern Canadian 
provinces. 

Chicago Was hardest hit. of any 
of the great cities of the north. 
More than ten inches of snow had 
fallen here siff®e the storm. start- 
fed two days ago. 

Of nearly a_=escore 
throughout the country 
to the storm, eight 
cago. 

Snow drifts eight and ten feet 
high buried railroad trains on 
branch lines of the railroads of the 
Near Knoxville, IIL, 
train stalled this morn- 
ing and had not been released up 
to a late hour today.

A cold wave is bringing up the 
rear of the storm, below zero tem- 
perature being reported tonight in 
the Dakotas. 

The storm was the most exten- 
sive and severe in a score of years. 
It swept down the Reck Mountain 
slopes to the Texas Gulf coast 
country, there turned to the north- 
east, sweeping over Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Oklahoma, Kansas, Missouri, 
IHlinojs, Iowa, Wisconsin, Indiana 
d parts of Oniio and Michigan. 

In the south the storm trought 
terrential- rains and in the north 
driving: blizzards. 

Over the Great Lakes a ‘thirty- 
five mile an hour gale roared two 
days without intermission, snow 
most of the time, it held 
a@ steady course to the northeast 
and tonight was pounding against | 
Ottawa and Toronto as it held its 
course down the St. Lawrence 
Valley. Montreal reported a seven- 
ty-five mile an hour gale, with 
snow and sleet that demoralized 
traffic and tied up telephone and 
telegraph wires. 

In the southwest despatches 
from Texas and Oklahoma indicated 
the storm had spent its force and 
tonight it was passing from Illinois 
and the Lake Michigan region. But 
cloudy weather, with lower tem- 
perature will prevail in this region 
for at least another twenty-four 
hours, weather charts indicated. 

Trains ariving in Chicago from 
the east and west were late to- 
night. Locomotives and coaches 
were white with snow. 

Transportation of Chicago's thou- 
sands of workers was one of the 
great problems for traction offici- 
als and municipal authorities.

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Police Seek Great Bureau 


Of Research For Criminals

- The police of the country are 
seeking to unearth a great research 
bureau operated for the benefit of 
bandits, second-story men and _ all 
the more important types of crim- 
inals, according to rumors emanat- 
ing from the Police Departments of 
several eastern cities. The unerring 
accuracy with which criminals have 
staged recent hold-ups to obtain 
some product of which there was a 
temporary shortage has led to a be- 
lief in a such a department among 
police officials. 

The latest and most unusual haul 
of bandits was a large truck con- 
taining 1,500,000 sticks of chewing 
gum. The significance of this lies 
in the fact that the chewing gum 
was peppermint -flavored and that 
the price of peppermint had shot 
suddenly from $4.00 or $5.00 a 
pound to $30.00 a pound. 

The general public, it is assumed, 
would have no knowledge of this in- 
crease in the cost of peppermint, 
which has been considered a trade 
secret by the gum manufacturers. 
The authorities are convincec, it is 
said, that only an adequate re- 
search department, maintained for 
the benefit of criminals, could lead 
to the theft of a large quantity of 
chewing gum. 

Ten bandits, armed to the teeth, 
walked into the lighted garzge of 


Street, New York City, on the 


morning of February 9th. The ban-' 


dits found and gagged the night- 
watchmen and then made a careful 
examination of the premises. 

“Here is the one we are after,” 
one of the bandits is reported to 
have said as he pointed to a truck 
containing 150 eases of Beech-Nut 
Peppermint Chewing Gum, valued 
at $10,000.00. Several of the ban- 
dits jumped upon the truck while 
the others pushed the yzarage men 
into a waiting automobile. The gar- 
age men were set loose in a wild 
part of Wes‘chester County. The 
truck was a $5,000.00 trnck belong- 
ing to the Alpha Trucking Corpora- 
tion, 15 Peck Sfip, New York City. 
The trucking and garage companies 
are offering a reward for informa- 
tion which will Jead to the appre- 
hension of the chewing gum bandits.

It is not hard as a rule to earn | 
money in this country. Any per- 
son with a reasonable amount of 
industry and a reasonable amount 
of intelligence. can ‘earn a good 
livelihood.
